New York furnished seven of the dead, 
while the rest of the list of fatalities 
are scattered over the country. 
In the list of injured many were 
seriously hurt and a number will un­ 
doubtedly die. 
The greater number 
of injuries were caused by the cannon 
firecrackers and this list Is made up in 
a great pail of chWdren.

Lives Lost 
in Celebrating in 
New Y o rk City. 
New York, July 3.— Independence 
day ushered in with much noise went 
out in a blaze 
of pyrotechnics, 
the 
most imposing that New Yorkers have 
witnessed. 
Viewed from its brighter side the 
holiday was truly glorious. 
A smiling 
sun 
and 
moderate 
temperature j 
brought 
ten** 
of thousands 
to 
the ; 
benches, the public parks and amuse­ 
ment resorts. 
In the background 
the police and 
hospital surgeons went grimly about 
their work of removing the dead aud j 
ministering 
to the 
wounded. 
The j 
police are still reckoning the cost in 
casualties of the 
day’s celebration I 
The list 
is not complete, but 
it is 
known that this Fourth’s celebration 
has cost seven lives, that a half dozen 
persons are dying and that hundreds 
of others are being 
treated at the 
hospitals for injuries 
ranging from 
plight burns with 
the possibility of 
tetanus developments to bullet, wounds 
and lost limbs. 
Of the 
dead, three 
died in premature celebrations. 
The 
others were killed during the day. 
In an ecstasy of patriotism Arthur 
Carraro rapidly discharged a revolver 
in his back yard. 
One of the bullets 
entered the head of his 
aunt, Mrs. 
Alfonso Fucarino, and she fell dead. ; 
The next bullet, by 
design or acci­ 
dent. killed the celebrator. 
Another 
person 
celebrating 
sent 
a 
bullet 
through the brain of eighteen-year- 
old Nimpa Grizzanti as she stood near 
the open window of her room dressing 
her hair. 
H arry Inglehard, 
aged four, 
was 
killed by a bullet while looking out of 
the window of his home. 
Jesse Guseviter, twenty-one years 
obi, is dying from another stray bul­ 
let wound. 
J o h n Graham, ten years old, was 
mortally wounded by a charge from a 
toy cannon. 
James Bcnezo, six years-old, was all 
but burned alive when a fire cracker 
ignited his clothing. 
Arthur Carfoot, twenty-five, is one 
of a dozen of whose hands were blown 
off 
Lost eyes and fingers and scar-leav­ 
ing 
wounds added 
to the 
total of 
emergency cases.

Milwaukee, July 5.— At least ten 
persons are believed to have lost their 
lives in the tornado that swept the 
western part of the state and great 
damage to buildings and crops are re­ 
ported from all sections. 
Tile storm 
seems to have been 
fiercest at La 
Crosse. 
At Oakdale, near that city, 
Mr. and Mrs. John Dame were killed 
and Mrs 
William Butterfield fatally 
injured. 
Every building in the village 
was blown down. 
Continuing south from Oakdale, a 
strip of country south 
and east of 
Tomah was laid bare by the storm 
Rescuing aud searching parties have 
been sent, 
out from Tomah, 
Blad 
River Falls, Carap Douglas and other 
towns In the vicinity of the tornado, 
but the number of casualties has not. 
been reported from all sections, the 
wires being down. 
All the wires are 
down east of Tomah, in many places 
porn- being snapped 
off close to the 
ground.

West and south of Elroy^he torna­ 
do did a great deal of damage and for 
some time both the Chicago, Milwau­ 
kee 
and St.. Paul and 
Chicago and 
Northwestern roads were without wire 
service and trains

Damage is also reported at Marsh Cut 
Tunnel City and other points in the 
district affected.

But Battl eships M a y Be S e n t to the

Oyster Bay, N 
Y., July 5.—The 
basis of the report that a fleet of six 
teen Amerp >n battleships was to be 
sent to 
th" Pacific is 
probably ex­ 
plained in an official statement made 
public at Hie executive office here. 
While not expressly stated, it is in 
Unrated that the battleships may go to 
the Pacific iii the near future, but if 
they do it will be in furtherance only 
of a plan of routine naval maneuvers. 
Moreover, it is added that the matter 
of destination 
is undetermined and 
the fleet is quite as likely to be or­ 
dered 
to the Mediterranean 
or the 
South Atlantic as to the Pacific, 
la 
any event the statement emphasizes 
that no political significance is to be 
attached to the trip and it is further 
made clear 
that the 
inference that, 
friction between individual citizens of 
this country and natives of Japan has 
influenced the government in the dis­ 
position of its fighting sea force is not 
justified. 
It is the policy of the navy depart­ 
ment to get the battleships together 
occisionally for an extended cruise 
Arrangements for such a 'cruise are 
now under way. 
They may or may 
not mature by the coming winter.

While leading his horse to the barn 
just before the storm broke Theodore 
Schultze of South St. Paul was struck 
by lightning.

HE HAD BOTH LEGS CUT OFF 


Physicians Gave Practically No 
Hope for Recovery After 
Dressing Wounds 
Charles Willis, the seventeen year 
old son of James Willis, 518 south 
Ninth street, had both legs cut off 
while trying to board a moving train 
in the yards here the forenoon of the 
Fourth of July. 
He was endeavoring 
to get to Staples on No. 45 to witness 
a ball game and had climbed between 
the cars and fell to the rails. 
One leg 
was cut off above the knee and the 
other below the knee. 
He was hurried 
to the Northern Pacific hospital and 
his wounds dressed. 
The doctors gave 
practically no hope for his recovery, 
and he died shortly after 12 o’clock. 
There are at least a dozen versions of 
the accident and T h e D i s p a t c h repre­ 
sentative interviewed several who were 
present immediately after the accident. 
James D. Edwards and A. J. Loom, 
yard clerks, were probably as nearly 
eyewitnesses as anyone. The former 
states that he saw young Willis run 
diagonally across the yards near the 
Monarch elevator and catch onto the 
train about eight cars ahead of the ca­ 
boose. The next he saw was the boy 
was lying on the north side of the 
track after the train had passed. 
Mr. 
. Edwards was engaged in taking the 
seals on a string of cars on a track 
south of the one No. 45 was on and 
paid no attention to the boy from the 
time he saw’ him swing onto the train 
until he saw’ him again after the cars 
passed. 
Mr. Loom, who was hanging 
on the side of the train under which 
the boy fell, saw him after the train 
passed and he and Edwards signaled 
the train and the 'conductor swung off 
and went back to the boy. By the time 
the engineer was signaled and the train 
brought to a stop it was at the hospital 
and the crew at once notified the sur­ 
geons and one of them and a hospital 
steward came over at once from the 
hospital. 
In the mean time Conductor 
Keller, who was in charge of the train 
and Mr. Edwards and Mr. L. S. Budd, 
who had been sitting in his home on 
West Main street ami heaid young 
Willis scream, put an improvised tourn- 
quet on the leg which w'as cut off be­ 
low the knee and attempted to tie up 
the other but it was lacerated so close 
to the body that it was impossible to 
do anything. 
Willis told Mr. Budd 
that he w as trying to cross through the 
train and fell between the cars. 
He 
also told Mr. Edwards that it was his 
own fault, so that gentleman states, 
and that but for his presence of mind his 
body would have been cutin two. Mr. 
Loom states that after the boy caught 
the train he climbed onto the top of the 
train and walked the entire length of 
the car, and whether he fell from the 
top of the car or had climbed part way 
down is not know n. 
Willis was employed by the Northern 
Pacific railroad in the car shops and

If you[do hundreds of others will 
flock to take their places. 
Professor 
Bailey of. North Dakota, who has had 
such success with weeds of all kinds 
has been dandelioning this year with an 
anti-dandelion spray that makes the j 
plants wish they had not. 
He says: 
“ We find that iron sulphate kills 
young dandelions with one spraying, but 
where the roots are thick it may be 
necessary to spray several times. 
We 
recommend the use of iron sulphate at 
the rate of one pound to each four gal­ 
lons of water. 
You can spray it on 
the plants with any spray that will 
throw a fine, misty spray wetting the 
leaves. 
Do the work in the morning 
when it is not liable to rain. The leaves 
will die after the second or third day. 
“ We have not been in the habit of 
recommending this substance for other 
weeds than mustard and king heads, 
but of late we have been getting such 
good results with dandelions that we 
think it worth while for others to try 
it. 
It does not injure the grass.” 
If this proves to he true it is one of 
the discoveries of the century, 
one who can throw a scare in the dan­ 
delion deserves a statue.—A. J. R. in 
Minneapolis Journal.

Tangier, July 5.—The capture of 
Caid General 
Sir Harry 
MacLean, 
commander of the sultan’s bodyguard, 
by Raisuli, whose release the British 
government has demanded of Moroc­ 
co. is explained here by the fact that 
Raisuli grew suspicious in the midst 
of the negotiations with the general, 
who was acting for the sultan of Mo­ 
rocco in an effort to persuade Raisuli 
to resume a peaceful 
life, that the 
general’s promises were insincere and 
that he and the governing board were 
plotting to catch him and turn him 
over 
to the 
S heridan 
authorities. 
Consequently Raisuli decided to play 
a m aster stroke, which is generally 
considered to show that he has a se­ 
cure retreat impregnable to the forces 
of the sultan 
The British legation is doing every­ 
thing possible to effect the release of 
the caid. 
The British minister, G. A 
Lowther. has had several interviews 
with Mohammed El Torres, the repre­ 
sentative of the sultan, but the lega­ 
tion is ignorant of the status of the 
negotiations, which 
are being 
con 
ducted 
from 
Fez, 
The 
sherif 
of 
Ouezzan, the most venerated devotee 
of the empire, who 
is revered as a 
saint by the Berbers, 
is to conduct 
the negotiations for the release of the 
caid and it is believed he will be as 
successful as in the case of Perdicaris, 
the American citizen who was once 
a prisoner of Raisuli. 
Raisuli, it is 
asserted here dare not offend such a 
holy man and 
he will give 
up his 
prisoner for a reasonable considera 
tion. 
It is reported here th a t the caid 
is being badly treated. 
He is seventy- 
two years of age and grave fears for 
his health are entertained. 
His three 
daughters, who live in this city, are a 
prey to the gravest anxiety.
